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PREFACE.

W^HEN  an  individual  prefixes  to  his  work  the  title  of  a  general 
bibliographical  dictionary^  he  at  least  lays  claim  to  some  merit.  I  have 
exposed  myself  to  the  charge  of  doing  this,  in  order  to  explain  clearly 
the  principle  on  which  my  undertaking  is  founded^  and  also  the  method 
in  which  a  work  should  be  executed^  which  would  really  deserve  such  a 
title. 

Bibliography  in  its  wider  extent  is  the  codex  diplwnaticus  of  literary 
history,  and  the  most  certain  means  of  ascertaining  the  state  of  litera- 
ture ;  it  is  only  when  confined  by  a  scientific,  chronological,  or  national 
view^  which  does  not  concern  us  in  this  place,  that  it  becomes  a  mere  di- 
rectory for  objects  of  some  particular  kind.  In  the  above  extended  ^ense 
it  acknowledges  no  other  limitations  than  those  which  either  the  intrinsic 
value  or  historical  interest  of  the  literary  productions  of  all  ages  and 
nations  afiixes  to  it.  That  whic^'is  3eSil!kute  of  either  of  these  two 
qualifications  may  notwithstanding  possess  a  local  or  a  more  special 
interest;  but  does  not  belong' to  bibliography  as  a  science,  and  it 
must  be  acknowledged  to  have  been  a  Weakness  of  mind,  even  dis- 
regarding the  insuperable  external  impediments,  that  some  literary 
persons  dreamed  of  a  general  bibliography,  in  which  no  compendium, 
no  pamphlet  or  collection  of  verses  should  be  passed  over.  A  biblio- 
graphy directed  to  the  above  objects,  and  executed  within  such  limita- 
tions, could  only  be  efiTected  by  a  mere  nomenclature,  in  which  the 
text  itself  would  be  the  literary  history  and  we  might  term  it  pure 
in  opposition  to  restricted  bibliography^  which  has  developed  itself  in 
later  times  owing  to  the  technical  formation  of  a  science  of  books. 
If  pure  bibliography,  for  instance,  now  that  authorship  has  become 
general,  must  gradually  enter  into  those  details,  which  hitherto  it  was 
not  used  to  consider  (we  refer  here  only  to  the  knowledge  of  different 
editions,  in  so  fsEur  as  these,  particularly  of  the  ancient  classics,  afford  a 
scale  to  ascertain  the  greater  or  less  influence  of,  or  the  different  method 
of  treating,  certain  works  in  any  age  or  country),  so  has  the  daily  increas- 
ing quantity  of  books  prepared  the  way  for  a  restricted  bibliography, 
in  having  rendered  a  more  careful  selection  necessary  to  the  scholar, 
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and  convenient  to  the  general  reader,  who  in  the  mean  time  had  come 
forward  as  a  collecting  dilettante.  If  the  former  has  now  begun  to 
be  more  observant  of  correct  printing,  or  of  complete  and  unmutilated 
editions,  so  has  the  latter  suffered  himself  to  be  determined  in  this 
selection  not  merely  by  the  contents  or  form  of  what  is  offered,  but 
also,  and  often  in  a  still  higher  degree,  by  external  and  incidental  cir- 
cumstances. This  luxurious  attention  to  externals  on  the  part  of  coL 
lectors,  the  speculation  of  printers  and  publishers  awakened  thereby, 
and  large  public  sales,  have  rendered  books  an  article  of  merchandise, 
while  those  external  accidents  have  supplied  too  often  very  attrac- 
tive motives  for  collecting  on  the  one  hand,  and  for  fixing  the  price  on 
the  other.  These  considerations  and  these  principles  of  buying  and 
selling,  which  were  first  reduced  into  a  system  in  Holland,  and  have 
been  advanced  in  France  and  England  to  their  present  complete  and 
connected  form,  are  what  we  here  term  restricted  bibliography.  Similar 
to  pure  bibliography  in  its  generality,  it  differs  from  it  in  considering  the 
inclinations  of  collectors,  the  actual  demand,  and  the  marketable  value, 
as  its  chief  points  of  view.  So  far  as  it  has  also  regard  to  scientific  or 
historical  interest,  although  only  in  a  subordinate  degree  and  merely  as 
influencing  the  price,  so  far  we  consider  the  name,  which  has  sometimes 
been"  given  to  it,  of  material  bibliography,  to  be  inappropriate.  This 
latter  appellation  would  more  properly  designate  that  method  of  treating 
the  subject  which  essentially  differs  from  the  mere  nomenclature  of  pure 
bibliography,  in  fully  specifying  the  grounds  and  conditions  on  which  a 
book  is  of  value  to  the  collector  or  the  dealer. 

The  highly  meritorious  Conrad  Gesner  in  his  Bibliotheca  has  contri- 
buted almost  all  we  have  in  pure  bibliography  in  the  abovementioned 
extent  of  the  word ;  his  Pandectce  and  the  worthless  compendium  of  Li- 
penius  are,  by  their  reference  to  the  studies  of  the  period,  and  their 
arrangement  grounded  on  that  circumstance,  foreign  to  pure  bibliography, 
and  Hamberger's  work  is  of  far  too  confined  limits.  Restricted  bibliography 
has  been  as  yet  attended  to  in  its  entire  extent  by  the  French  alone  (at 
first  by  Debure  in  the  Bibliographie  instructive),  and  Brunet*s  Manuel 
du  libraire  is  on  the  whole  the  most  useful  and  successful  work,  which 
we  possess  in  this  branch  of  bibliography.  The  English,  Italians, 
and  Germans  must  not  be  mentioned  here,  when  we  speak  of  a  whole, 
since  they  have  advanced  bibliography  only  by  monographies,  or,  as  is 
particularly  the  case  with  the  Germans,  having  a  particular  reference  to 
other  objects. 

In  Germany,  where  with  the  single  exception  of  the  Austrian  states, 
there  are  neither  collectors  by  profession  nor  large  book-markets,  biblio- 
graphy belongs  to  literature  alone,  and  is  treated  as  its  handmaid  and 
attendant.     And  the  more  this  strict  application  protects  it  from  the 
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dangers  with  wHich  a  dealing  in  trifles  and  a  searcli  after  curiosities  so 
easily  surround  the  inexperienced,  I  am  the  more  ready  to  confess  that 
my  earlier  bibliographical  studies  proceeded  horn  what  was  wanted  in 
the  science;  and  even  in  their  subsequent  enlargement  they  have  not 
exceeded  the  limits  of  historical  interest.  Moreover,  as  on  my  first 
connexion  with  a  library,  the  want  of  a  practical  knowledge  of  books, 
especially  for  my  use  as  a  librarian,  perceptibly  forced  itself  upon  me, 
and  was  the  real  cause  of  my  first  stirring  in  the  matter,  so  did  what 
was  scientifically  important  continue  to  receive  the  greatest  part  of  my 
attention.  But  when  my  present  office  placed  me  in  a  position,  where 
I  found  works  valuable  in  themselves  and  a  rich  abundance  of  the  trea- 
sures of  collectors  combined,  presenting  to  my  notice  all  the  French 
works  on  bibliography,  previously  known  by  me  only  in  title,  and  where 
I  almost  daily  had  opportunity  of  observing  the  different  bibliographical 
inclinations  and  interests  of  foreigners  who  were  disposed  to  exhibit 
them,  it  then  became  completely  evident  to  me  that  there  should  be  one 
bibliography  for  scholars  and  another  for  common  use,  neither  of  which 
would  dispense  with  the  assistance  of  the  other ;  and  I  made  it  my  pur- 
pose in  the  more  zealous  continuation  of  the  work  I  had  commenced, 
to  attempt  a  combination  of  these  two  sorts  of  bibliography.  I  had 
already  worked  some  years  on  this  new  and  extended  plan,  when  M. 
Brockhaus,  knowing  as  little  of  my  labours  as  I  of  his  intention,  greatly 
surprised  me  by  proposing  an  edition  of  Brunet  for  Germany. 

In  this  way  Brunet's  work  was  the  proximate  though  not  the  first 
occasion  of  the  present  enterprise ;  but  I  also  brought  to  my  undertak- 
ing too  much  independence  and  earnestness,  to  be  able  to  take  his  book 
as  the  exclusive  basis  of  my  own.  I  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude, 
that  Brunet  was  my  instructor  in  method  and  form,  and  that  I  am  in- 
debted to  him  for  a  great  part  of  my  notices;  but  it  does  not  de- 
tract from  the  obligation  which  I  am  consequently  under  to  him,  it  is 
rather  a  no  less  just  regard  to  myself,  if  I  on  the  other  hand  claim  the 
greatly  extended  plan  of  my  work,  and  more  than  half  of  the  con- 
tents ;  while  even  that  which  I  took  directly  from  Brunet,  has  been,  I 
think,  by  important  augmentations,  corrections,  and  alterations,  so 
adapted  to  the  different  plan  of  my  work,  and  interwoven  into  it,  that 
my  own  exertions  can  by  no  means  appear  to  be  merely  partial  or  sup- 
plementary. 

That  Brunet's  plan,  so  far  as  it  was  retained  by  him  in  the  execution 
of  his  work,  could  not  suffice  for  me,  is  evident  from  what  I  have  ob- 
served above,  both  respecting  the  signification  of  bibliography  in  Ger- 
many, for  which  country  my  work  is  more  immediately  designed,  and 
also  respecting  my  own  bibliographical  education.     His  work  is  solely 
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and  exclusively  appropriated  to  restricted  bibliography,  and  his  highest 
principle  is  the  actual  or  possible  value  in  the  Paris  market.  However 
multi^rious  also  the  bookselling  business  may  be  which  is  there  carried 
on^  yet  it  must  happen,  that  such  a  confined  reference  will  on  the  one  hand 
render  necessary  the  admission  of  much  which  has  a  mere  local,  often  in- 
dividual and  even  momentary  value  and  interest ;  and  that  on  the  other 
hand,  much  will  in  consequence  remain  unnoticed  which  is  interesting  to 
foreign  collectors,  because  it  is  either  not  sought  after  or  not  found  in 
Paris.  A  double  obligation  is  hence  laid  upon  the  German  bibliographer ; 
in  the  first  place  to  enlarge  Brunet's  original  plan  to  such  an  extent,  that 
many  curiosities  of  an  inferior  class,  interesting  to  the  French  collector 
merely  (and  often  scarcely  so  to  him),  being  omitted,  the  more  import- 
ant articles  valued  by  foreign  collectors  may  also  be  regarded  in  an 
equal  degree ;  and  in  the  next  place,  to  make  the  tendency  of  Brunet's 
work  subordinate  to  a  higher  and  indeed  scientific  object,  with  such  free- 
dom^ that  one  and  the  same  work  may  suit  equally  the  researches  of  the 
learned,  and  the  contented,  nay  frivolous  humour  of  the  dilettante, 
preserving  however  its  scientific  character,  and  not  becoming  uninter* 
esting  in  its  multifarious  details.  My  design  was,  that  my  work 
should  be  an  enlarged  and  corrected  Brunet,  and  at  the  same  time 
for  the  most  part  what  would  be  understood  by  the  expression  of 
a  General  literary  dictionary.  The  circumstance,  that  a  work  on  so 
extensive  a  plan  exceeds  the  strength  of  a  single  person,  does  not 
exempt  me  from  the  obligation  of  prosecuting  it,  so  fieu'  as  it  may  be 
in  my  power.  The  heartfelt  consciousness  of  having  honestly  and  ex- 
clusively devoted  myself  to  the  work,  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word, 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  consoles  me  under  the  acknowledgment, 
arising  from  the  sincerest  conviction,  that  I  have  not  executed  my 
plan  even  in  its  limitation,  so  far  as  it  might  be  attained  by  an  indi- 
vidual.  I  by  no  means  desire  to  excuse  myself  on  account  of  an  ap- 
pointed number  of  sheets,  (the  maintenance  of  which  number  was 
necessary,  if  the  work  were  not  to  lose  the  character  of  a  manual,  and 
therefore  its  more  general  circulation,)  nor  on  account  of  my  attempt 
being  the  first  of  its  kind^  and  certainly  the  first  more  general  biblio- 
graphical work  in  Germany.  My  apology  is  comprehended  in  the  motto 
prefixed  to  this  preface. 

In  the  limitation  to  which  I  was  obliged  to  subject  the  strictly  scien. 
tific  part  of  my  original  plan,  with  a  view  to  the  number  of  sheets, 
I  had  especial  regard  to  whatever  might  be  of  more  general  literary 
interest,  and  expressly  passed  over,  in  the  literature  of  any  faculty, 
whatever  occupied  only  a  subordinate  rank  in  the  history  of  that 
science.  But  on  the  other  hand,  I  endeavoured  so  much  the  more  to 
make  up  this  deficiency  by  an  impartial  and  equal  regard  to  every 
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natkm,  and  in  order  to  satisfy  this  desire  as  far  as  my  resonrces 
reached,  I  the  more  readily  refused  admission  to  the  scientific  works 
that  had  appeared  in  Germany  since  the  middle  of  the  last  century, 
and  the  more  so  as  in  addition  to  Heinsius's  alphabetical  nomenclature 
we  also  possess  an  excellent  work  on  the  subject  in  Ersch's  manual  of 
German  literature ;  yet  I  considered  it  proper  to  admit,  besides  what- 
ever related  to  bibliography  and  the  sciences  connected  with  it,  the 
more  ancient  and  modern  classics  of  Germany,  the  editions,  transla- 
tions, and  explanatory  works  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  classics,  the 
most  important  works  of  engravings,  and  some  of  the  more  important 
and  voluminous  journals.  The  literature  of  the  sciences  without  the 
circuit  of  the  faculties  has  been  more  fully  given  on  account  of  its 
more  general  interest.  I  have  devoted  especial  industry  to  the  Greek 
and  Roman  classics.  Brunet  was  content,  conformably  with  his  object, 
to  mention  those  editions  only  which  are  merely  sou^t  after,  or  stand  at 
some  price.  I,  on  the  contrary,  paying  a  due  regard  to  such  editions, 
have  also  sought  to  combine  with  them  such  as  I  considered  to  be  pecu- 
liarly indebted  to  the  scholar,  and  have  therefore  admitted  all  the  editions 
which  deserved  to  be  mentioned  in  the  history  of  the  text  or  the  commen- 
taries. The  short  descriptions  which  I  have  appended  are  immediately 
derived  from  comparison  and  collation  of  the  prefaces  of  the  different 
editors,  but  in  no  instance  are  they  taken  from  manuals.  I  have  de- 
scribed the  ediiiones  principes  after  the  most  careful  examination  and  col- 
lation of  the  best  descriptions  of  them,  in  part  also  from  my  own  inspec- 
tion, with  such  conscientiousness,  accuracy,  and  completeness,  that  I  think 
I  have  satisfied  all  reasonable  demands  on  this  head.  I  would  willingly  have 
omitted  some  editions,  which  either  contain  mere  impressions  of  the  text, 
or  are  destitute  of  any  peculiar  intrinsic  value,  had  they  not  been  prised 
and  sought  after  in  foreign  countries,  either  on  account  of  their  external 
qualities,  or  because  they  belong  to  some  series;  and  others  I  have 
admitted,  which  had  hitherto  been  either  generally  unknown  or  incor- 
rectly described,  and  have  filled  up  by  a  more  accurate  account  of 
them  the  lacunas  of  other  bibliographical  works.  For  this  last  reason 
I  have  also  pointed  out  critical  and  exegetical  observations  respecting  the 
ancient  classics  in  the  Classical  Journal,  and  similar  more  modem  coUec- 
tions,  although  I  have  paid  little  or  no  regard  to  the  notices  occurring  in 
older  collections,  because  the  limits  of  my  book  did  not  permit  me  to 
enter  into  a  complete  detail.  I  hope  that  this  may  not  be  misappre- 
hended and  censured  as  incompleteness,  inasmuch  as  it  might  fairly  be 
reckoned  unnecessary.  The  translations  of  the  ancient  classics,  parti- 
cularly in  foreign  languages,  having  been  carefully  considered  by  me, 
offer  similar  completions  and  corrections  to  earlier  works. 

In  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  literature,  the  riches  of  the  Royal  11- 
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braiy  and  kind  contributions  of  new  catalogues  from  those  countries^ 
particularly  of  the  extremely  scarce  list  of  the  word-standard  works  re- 
specting the  Portuguese  language,  published  by  the  academy  of  Lisbon 
(see  under  Catalogo  in  this  Dictionary),  have  given  occasion  for  peculiar 
diligence.  I  have  expressly  mentioned  the  editions  cited  by  the  Lisbon 
academy  with  the  same  carefulness,  as  those  cited  by  the  academy  della 
Crusca  have  been  hitherto  alone  thought  worthy  of,  and  have  also,  col- 
lected all  the  information  in  my  power  respecting  the  more  ancient  editions 
of  the  romances  of  chivalry  in  the  Spanish  literature  with  indefifttigable 
industry,  and  with  the  strictest  examination  into  the  dependence  to  be 
placed  on  my  sources  of  information ;  but  I  feel  that  at  best,  notwith- 
standing all  I  have  done,  my  work  is  still  fax  removed  from  even  a 
reasonable  completeness  in  the  literature  of  these  two  countries.  Ap- 
propriate sources  of  information  as  to  their  typographical  productions 
prior  to  1500,  were  particularly  wanting.  Machado  and  Antonio 
are  far  too  little  to  be  depended  upon  in  their  bibliographical  data; 
Santander  has  some  useful  information^  but  not  much;  I  could  not  obtain 
a  copy  of  Caballero's  work,  who  also  appears  to  be  very  unsatisfactory. 
Judging  from  what  is  quoted  from  him  in  Panzer.  Will  there  never  be  found 
one  person^  among  those  who  have  the  good  fortune  to  pass  those  richly 
blessed  frontiers^  who,  instead  of  the  thousand  and  first  description  of 
the  buU-fights,  will  employ  himself  during  his  abode  in  that  country  in 
inquiries  by  which  he  may  become  a  real  benefactor  to  one  of  the  most 
interesting  branches  of  bibliography?  May  this  wish  be  some  time  or  other 
regarded  with  the  same  ardour  and  earnestness  with  which  it  is  here 
expressed!  Brunet  has  made  fieur  too  negligent  use  of  his  excellent  sources 
of  information  with  respect  to  the  rich  literature  of  Italy.  Whilst  I 
have  executed  this  department  entirely  afresh,  I  have  at  the  same  time 
paid  especial  attention  to  the  popular  dialects,  and  particularly  to  the  li- 
terary productions  of  Sicily.  In  the  French  literature  my  predecessor 
left  me  less  to  do,  yet  my  articles  relative  to  old  French  romances  will  be 
found  in  many  respects  more  complete  than  liis,  and  I  have  also  bestowed 
a  greater  degree  of  attention  on  the  popular  dialects.  With  respect  to  the 
literature  of  Great  Britain  a  disproportionate  copiousness  was  more  to  be 
guarded  against  than  an  unsatisfactory  scantiness,  both  on  account  of  the 
present  excessive  enthusiasm  of  the  British  for  the  more  ancient  typogra- 
phical productions  of  their  country,  and  also  on  account  of  the  numerous 
sources  of  information ;  although  I  greatly  regret  not  having  been  able 
to  make  use  of  some  principal  works  on  the  subject,  and  among  these, 
Dibdin's  edition  of  Ames.  In  the  German  literature,  (in  which,  besides 
the  limitations  above  specified,  I  invariably  considered  it  most  proper  to 
pass  over  living  authors^)  suitable  attention  has  been  paid  to  its  older  pro- 
ductions.    Nor  was  I  without  good  materials  for  the  Swedish  litera- 
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tore;  which  however,  on  the  other  hand^  were  wanting  to  me  in  the 
oldest  Dutch  literature^  inasmuch  as  little  more  has  been  done  for  the 
knowledge  of  the  first  I)utch  typographical  productions  than  there  has 
for  the  Spanish.  With  regard  to  the  more  modem  Dutch  literature* 
since  the  17th  century,  the  valuable  catalogues  of  private  collections 
and  the  excellent  Naamlyst  afforded  me  notices  equally  copious  and 
trustiYoi^y-  In  the  Danish,  Polish,  and  Russian  literature  the  want  of 
sources  of  information  and  my  ignorance  of  those  languages  opposed 
such  obstacles  as,  notwithstanding  all  my  efforts,  I  could  not  overcome, 
and  have  occasioned  these  departments  of  my  book  to  be  the  most 
scanty  and  unsatisfactory.  Oriental  literature  is  treated  less  fully  on 
account  of  its  more  confined  interest,  and  Rabbinical  works  are  almost 
entirely  passed  over  for  the  same  reason.  I  have  moreover  enlarged 
the  peculiar  plan  of  Brunet,  in  having  paid  an  equal  attention  to  the 
Inbliomaniac  fancies  of  all  nations,  as  far  as  they  came  to  my  knowledge; 
and  in  having  always  kept  in  view,  with  a  stricter  pursuit  of  the  object, 
what  he  has  sometimes  attended  to  and  sometimes  neglected.  Thus  I 
have  endeavoured  to  give  as  complete  an  account  as  possible  of  all  the 
typographical  productions  on  vellum  which  I  could  discover,  and  have 
also  used  on  other  accounts  Renouard's  catalogue^  Dibdin's,  and  various 
other  works,  with  a  detail,  into  which  Brunet  has  not  entered.  What, 
on  the  other  hand,  I  have  omitted,  is  generally  so  inconsiderable  and 
unessential,  that  it  would  scarcely  be  missed  by  any  collector,  and  least 
of  all  by  a  German. 

In  the  working  up  of  the  materials  acquired  in  this  manner,  the 
strictest  accuracy  was  my  first  rule,  in  observing  which  to  the  highest 
possible  degree,  I  even  ran  the  hazard  of  being  considered  too  attentive 
to  trifles.  I  have  subjected  aU  my  predecessors,  independently  of  every 
previous  opinion  respecting  them,  to  the  strictest  scrutiny,  collated  them 
anew  with  the  sources  from  whence  they  derived  their  information^ 
and  compared  them,  wherever  it  was^possible,  with  the  works  they 
describe;  nor  have  I  admitted  a  single  line,  which  has  not  become 
my  own  property,  from  the  nature  of  my  previous  investigation. 
I  dare  therefore  with  security  challenge  a  comparison  with  Brunet's 
work.  The  titles,  which  Brunet  often  treated  very  arbitrarily,  are 
faithfully  copied,  retaining  all  that  is  important,  and  in  order  to  be 
able  to  effect  this  with  respect  to  books  which  I  had  not  at  hand,  I  have 
often  been  occupied  an  hour  or  more  with  a  single  title.  Whether  it 
should  be  et^  atque,  or  ac,  historia,  istaria,  or  sioria  in  the  title,  has 
in  many  instances  been  laboriously  verified.  I  have  been  equally  indus- 
trious in  the  case  of  collations.  Those  which  I  could  make  from  copies 
in  the  Royal  library  may  be  entirely  relied  on,  because  this  library 
for  the  most  part  contains  such  copies  as  have  been  carefully  selected 
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from  several  others  in  the  coarse  of  purchases  of  entire  and  impor- 
tant collections,  and  I  have  so  strictly  followed  the  principle  of  collating 
whatever  came  under  my  own  eye^  as  even  to  have  collated  the  Al- 
dines  afresh,  notwithstanding  Renouard's  extremely  correct  descriptions. 
Where  I  could  not  undertake  the  thing  myself,  I  have  at  least  carefully 
collated  the  different  collations  of  others,  and  selected  those  the  correct- 
ness of  which  appeared  to  be  best  vouched  for ;  but  I  have  at  the  same 
time  annexed  the  variations  of  other  statements.  In  the  original  edi- 
tions, as  far  as  my  own  inspection  or  resources  reached,  I  have  noted 
the  number  of  lines  in  each  page  or  column,  because  this  is  often  the 
shortest  way  to  distinguish  such  editions,  which  in  other  respects  have 
much  resemblance  to  each  other  (for  example,  the  first  undated  editions 
of  the  Latin  Bible,  or  of  the  ancient  classics),  and  because  it  is  at  the 
same  time  a  very  useful  means  for  recognising  defective  copies,  and  such 
as  want  the  colophon.  In  doing  this»  I  have  followed  the  principle  al- 
ready adopted  by  my  predecessors,  of  only  reckoning  the  lines  of  the  ac- 
tual text,  leaving  out  the  column-title  and  line  of  signatures,  and  my 
statements  are  always  taken  from  an  enumeration  of  lines  in  several  full 
pages  and  uninterrupted  by  any  breaks,  in  different  parts  of  the  book. 

The  greatest  possible  completeness  in  each  article  was  the  second 
object  which  I  considered  myself  bound  to  regard.  I  have  consequently 
more  fully  expatiated  on  works,  which  not  only  from  their  connexion 
with  others,  and  from  their  reference  to  science,  but  also  from  their 
own  peculiar  value  were  the  object  of  particular  interest  (for  example, 
the  ancient  and  more  modern  classics),  I  have  given  in  part  their 
histories  (Epistola  obscurorum  virarum,  De  imilatione  CkrUti,  De  irihus 
impostoribus^  old  romances),  I  have  carefully  noticed  the  first  editions 
of  important  works  of  more  modem  times,  and  have  added  further  re- 
ferences, and  sometimes  my  own  opinions,  or  those  of  others ;  my  own 
however  more  sparingly,  and  the  more  so  as  I  was  obliged  to  have  re- 
gard to  space,  and  it  was  my  dbject  before  every  thing  else  to  pro- 
cure suitable  and  useful  matter.  My  opinions  only  extend  to  such 
works  as  belong  to  the  more  confined  compass  of  my  own  studies,  and 
with  which  I  was  more  accurately  acquainted,  from  a  longer  exami- 
nation. With  respect  to  some  of  them  I  have  to  observe,  that  Lessing's 
principle  was  mine ;  ''  Equity  regulates  itself  strictly  according  to  the 
desert  of  what  is  presented  to  it,  and  gives  to  every  one  its  due.'* 
Lastly,  I  have  been,  as  far  as  possible,  attentive  to  a  convenient  and  easy 
use  of  the  work,  and  to  arrangement.  Not  only  in  the  longer,  but  also 
in  the  shorter  articles,  I  have  endeavoured  to  bring  it  to  such  a  con- 
dition, that  whatever  was  sought  for,  might  every  where  be  easily  pre- 
sented to  the  eye.  If  a  regard  to  such  a  circumstance  be  a  matter  of 
duty  towards  literary  persons,  who  are  so  much  occupied,  it  is  still  more 
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towards  the  casual  user  of  the  dictionary  ;  and  by  the  arrangement,  by 
printing  in  a  different  type^  by  the  omission  of  unimportant  additions, 
by  a  rigid  selection,  and  a  sparing  use  of  citations,  I  have  endea- 
voured to  do  all  that  I  could  to  facilitate  a  quick  supervision  of  the 
whole. 

From  the  letter  /  onwards  I  have  worked  by  the  last  or  third  edition 
of  Brunet,  and  have  even  added  its  more  important  augmentations  in 
letter  H  in  the  revising.  The  peculiar  materials  which  it  contains  in 
letters  A-G  will  be  given  by  way  of  supplement  at  the  end  of  the  second 
volume.  The  period  at  which  I  closed  my  collections  was  the  end  of  the 
year  1819^  yet  I  have  been  at  the  trouble,  as  my  work  proceeded,  to 
add  at  least  the  most  important  works  that  have  recently  appeared. 
And  lastly,  in  order  to  perform  my  part,  that  the  work  might  be 
adapted  by  a  moderate  price  for  a  more  general  circulation,  and  there- 
by accomplish  the  utility  that  has  been  aimed  at,  I  voluntarily  under- 
took its  composition  under  conditions,  which  approach  the  nearer  to 
self-denial,  the  greater  was  the  expense  occasioned  by  the  extensive 
correspondence  in  which  I  was  inevitably  involved,  and  by  the  purchase 
of  a  considerable  number  of  necessary  and  indispensable  bibliographical 
works  (among  which  were  Dibdin's  Bibliotheca  Spenceriana,  Renouard's 
Catalogue,  Longman's  Bibliotheca  Anglo-poetica,  and  the  last  editions  of 
Haym's  Biblioteca  Italiana,  and  Gamba's  Serie  de'  testi).  Thus  have  I, 
free  from  every  petty  secondary  consideration,  with  the  purest  and  most 
honest  love  for  the  science  done  every  thing  that  was  in  my  power :  but 
notwithstanding  this  just  consciousness,  I  conceal  neither  from  myself 
nor  from  the  public  the  various  deficiencies  of  my  labour.  The  more 
general  deficiencies  I  have  specified  above ;  and  with  respect  to  those 
which  may  possibly  have  slipt  into  some  of  the  articles,  notwithstand- 
ing all  my  carefulness,  I  must  quote  Renouard*s  words  (Catal.  III. 
336.)  as  my  apology;  II  faudroU  savoir  bien  des  ckotes,  et  certainemeni 
bien  plus,  que  ne  vaui  ceite  sdence,  pdiir  ne  pas  se  tromper  souvent  en 
hibliographie. 

The  author  and  publisher  can  confidently  pledge  themselves  for 
the  uninterrupted  continuation  of  the  work.  After  its  termination  an 
additional  one  on  general  literature  will  follow  as  a  third  part,  which 
will  specify  from  the  combined  departments  of  scientific  and  polite, 
ancient  and  modem,  foreign  and  domestic,  literature,  whatever  is  best, 
most  select,  and  historically  most  important  in  a  perspicuous  dassifica- 
tion,  and  such  as  will  be  easy  for  every  one  to  inspect.  As  the  dic- 
tionary regards  what  is  externally  interesting  in  a  bibliographical  point 
of  view,  so  will  this  latter  work  note  what  is  intrinsically  valuable,  and 
will  at  the  same  time,  by  suitable  references,  easy  to  be  understood,  be 
placed  in  such  a  connection  with  the  dictionary,  that,  besides  its  ori- 
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ginal  object,  it  may  serve  at  the  same  time  as  a  key  and  a  guide  to  the 
first  two  volumes. 

Lastly,  I  have  to  fiilfil  a  very  agreeable  dnty^  in  openly  acknowledging 
the  especial  assistance^  for  which  my  work  is  indebted  to  the  knowledge 
and  activity  of  the  publisher.  With  a  peculiar  love  of  the  subject,  and 
an  unusual  devotedness  to  it,  he  has  so  relieved  me  by  an  uninter- 
rupted participation  in  the  work,  having  both  procured  costly  mate- 
rials^ and  made  use  of  his  manifold  connexions  in  foreign  lands  for  the 
attainment  of  valuable  MS.  contributions,  that  the  public  owe  him  a 
similar  debt  of  gratitude,  to  that  which  I  rejoice  in  being  now  able  to 
pay  him  for  myself.  Even  foreign  countries  have  acknowledged  the  liberal 
and  meritorious  external  appearance  of  the  work.  I  feel  also  as  greatly 
indebted  to  M.  D.  Hain  for  most  important  observations  on  its  compass 
and  plan,  for  the  contribution  of  notices,  suggestions,  and  corrections* 
and  for  having  also  bestowed  the  most  careful  attention  to  the  correc- 
tion of  the  press  of  the  greatest  part  of  this  first  volume.  In  this 
latter  respect  my  younger  brother  has  been  particularly  diligent ;  and 
I  have  also  read  over  each  sheet  in  two  separate  corrections.  What- 
ever other  contribution  or  support  my  work  has  experienced,  either 
in  my  own  country  or  abroad,  I  shall  reserve  the  announcement  until 
the  second  volume,  because  I  still  look  for  the  fulfilment  of  some 
actual  promises,  and  also  await  the  final  determinations  of  some  German 
librarians,  who  have  not  as  yet  been  able  or  found  it  convenient  even 
to  answer  the  most  moderate  and  discreet  requests.  The  second  volume 
will  also  contain  the  announcement  of  these  latter  persons  by  name. 

May  this  work,  which  I  here  present  to  my  native  land  of  Germany, 
be  productive  of  great  benefit,  and  the  occasion  of  something  still  better 
and  more  complete !  For  myself  I  have  no  wish,  further  than  that  of  a 
tranquil  satisfaction  in  a  select  circle.  The  praise  which  the  French  be- 
stow on  their  Brunet,  and  the  English  on  their  Dibdin,  I  do  not  covet ;  I 
desire  however  that  justice,  which  no  one  can  refuse,  without  injury  to 
his  own  character.

^It  is  with  a  peculiar  feeling  that  I  now  take  leave  of  a  thirteen  years 
labour,  of  its  pleasures  as  well  as  of  its  diflUculties.  When  I  commenced 
it  on  the  24th  of  November,  1816,  I  then  with  bold  yet  not  presump- 
tuous youthful  spirits,  entered  upon  a  wide  and  immense  field.  The 
desire   for  collecting  in  England,  France,  and  Italy,  had   even  then 

a  What  follows  \b  prefixed  to  the  second  rolume  of  the  original  work. 
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reached  a  height,  which  will  form  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  bibliophily 
even  for  future  times,  and  had  produced  a  variety  of  considerations, 
which  not  having  been  altogether  previously  regarded,  rendered  it 
necessary  to  undertake  an  entirely  new  revision  of  the  former  subjects 
of  bibliography.  It  was  consequently,  first  of  all,  proper  to  trace  these 
streams,  to  investigate  their  depth,  and  to  find  out  with  certainty,  how 
far  these  foreign  efforts  were  of  general  validity  and  application.  But 
then  it  was  not  a  less  problem,  how  to  become  clear  as  to  the  inclina- 
tions and  aims  of  the  German  collector,  who  is  generally  accustomed  to 
follow  up  mere  single  and  individual  predilections,  which  cannot  at  once 
be  brought  into  consistency  with  themselves,  not  to  speak  of  the  views 
of  foreign  collectors.  And  lastly,  I  had  to  render  all  these  different 
considerations  subordinate  to  a  higher  scientific  object,  without  which 
all  bibliography  degenerates  to  an  idle  retailing  of  curiosities. 

How  far  I  hoped  to  solve  these  different  problems,  I  have  so  clearly 
expressed  in  my  preface  to  the  first  volume,  and  in  my  own  notice  in  the 
Gottinger  gelehrt  Anzeigen  (1824,  st.  49,  p.  485,  &c.,  the  insertion  of 
which  I  was  only  induced  to  make  by  the  obligation  imposed  on  me  as 
a  fellowlabourer  at  the  time  in  that  work  according  to  the  plan  laid 
down,  and  by  the  repeated  instigation  of  the  deceased  Eichhorn),  that 
I  have  nothing  more  to  say  on  the  subject.  But  perhaps  I  might 
with  the  same  ft-ankness  have  added  something  to  what  I  have  there 
said  respecting  those  parts  of  my  work  which  are  either  less  satisfiac- 
tory  to  myself,  or  are  unequally  executed,  if  I  should  not  be  there- 
by led  to  more  diffuse  investigations  than  could  find  place  here.  At 
the  end  of  a  long  journey  we  certainly  see  best  where  we  might  have 
entered  into  shorter  or  better  ways,  and  I  have  myself  in  the  progress 
of  my  work  so  perpetually  amended  it  according  to  existing  appearances, 
that  now  at  the  end  of  it  my  MS.  additions  and  corrections  precisely 
amount  to  one-third  of  the  whole.  The  principal  cause  of  this  arises 
from  the  circumstance  that  many  contributions  by  letter,  and  many  works 
to  be  made  use  of  came  to  me  when  it  was  too  late,  that  the  rich  Wol- 
fenbuttel  treasures  were  only  open  to  me  towards  the  end  of  my  work, 
and  that  whilst  it  was  going  on  many  important  books  appeared,  which 
I  thought  at  least  I  ought  to  make  use  of  in  the  articles  that  were  still  to 
be  composed.  From  this  a  degree  of  inequality  has  certainly  arisen,  per- 
haps many  a  contradiction.  That  inequality  is  particularly  evident  in  the 
statement  of  the  impressions  on  vellum,  which  at  first  I  busied  myself  to 
specify  as  completely  as  I  could,  without  regard  to  their  scientific  value, 
as  no  distinct  work  respecting  them  was  then  existing,  and  because  they 
are  amongst  the  favourite  treasures  of  the  collector  and  the  materials 
of  innocent  display  on  the  part  of  the  librarian,  who  also  looks  to  ex- 
ternal appearance.    But  after  Vanpraet's  two  masterly  works  had  most

satisflEictorily  supplied  the  want  which  had  been  hitherto  experienced,  of 
a  repertorium  of  these  articles  of  luxury^  I  thenceforward  considered  it 
mj  duty  only  to  cite  such  as  were  scientifically  important^  and  sent  the 
rest  of  my  collections  on  this  subject  to  that  learned  person,  who  has 
embodied  them  in  his  two  supplementary  volumes  whi^  have  since  then 
appeared. 

The  execution  of  the  first  half  of  my  work  happened  at  a  time  in 
which  my  circumstances  were  by  no  means  encouraging;  the  second 
half  has  been  completed  under  the  most  various  external  interruptions, 
and  accumulated  caUs  of  business,  and  under  the  obligation  imposed  by 
my  vocation  of  directing  my  studies,  and  at  the  same  time  my  in. 
dustry,  to  many  other  exertions  ficur  remote  from  bibliography.  In  all 
these  different  circumstances  and  situations  this  work  has  been  the 
means  of  calmly  diverting  my  thoughts^  and  has  afforded  me  the  most 
delightful  recreation ;  and  now  at  its  termination  I  part  from  it  as  from 
an  old  friend.  And  however  troublesome  the  labour  might  often  have 
been,  yet  am  I  conscious  (and  the  method  of  treating  some  branches  of 
literature  will  prove)^  that  I  accomplished  it  with  real  pleasure. 

It  has  also  afforded  me  a  richer  recompense  than  any  mere  pecuniary 
requital  could  have  offered  me^  and  which  without  this  recompense 
could  not  have  supplied  its  place.  It  has  obtained  for  me  the  good- will 
and  affection  of  many  extremely  respectable  scholars  and  literary  friends 
both  in  and  out  of  my  own  country,  and  it  is  chiefly  owing  to  this  lite- 
rary effort  that  I  was  indebted  for  the  paternal  friendship  of  the  never 
to  be  forgotten  Ersch.  Willingly  would  I  here  also  mention  by  name 
l^ose  honoured  persons  who  delighted  and  assisted  me  by  their  rich  and 
important  contributions,  did  I  not  fear  to  expose  myself  thereby  to  the 
suspicion  of  idle  ostentation;  since  among  the  names  would  be  found 
men  of  the  greatest  note  and  of  the  highest  rank  in  several  nations :  and 
of  an  odious  disposition ;  for  it  would  at  the  same  time  be  evident  that 
among  all  the  German  librarians  not  more  than  four  considered  the  re- 
quests and  wishes  of  their  companion  in  the  same  calling  as  deserving 
of  their  notice.  So  much  the  more  heartfelt  thanks  are  here  offered  to 
those  who,  bound  by  no  professional  duty,  delighted  me  with  their 
valuable  support. 

And  so  also  may  every  expression  of  the  indignation  which^  in  conse- 
quence of  many  disagreeable  circumstances  experienced  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  my  work,  perhaps  I  felt,  be  at  once  banished.  Some  of 
my  opponents  have  since  then  passed  into  the  land  of  peace.  I  leave 
it  to  others,  who  openly  praised  and  secretly  maligned,  to  satisfy  their 
own  consciences  on  that  account.  I  forgive  the  notice  of  the  easily  recog- 
nised reviewer  in  the  Leipsic  Literaturzeitung,  and  so  much  the  rather. 
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as  he  has  therein  characterised  himself  by  a  complete  ignorance  of  the 
present  state  of  biblic^raphy,  and  as  I  know  too  well  the  impure  source 
of  his  production.  But  let  the  assurance^  that  such  an  unworthy 
sinister  intention  hurts  me  only  on  his  account,  be  all  the  return  I 
make  for  it  here.  And  towards  that  which  may  be  yet  to  come  I  look 
with  tranquillity^  but  at  the  same  time  with  firmness  which  well  be- 
comes  one  who  is  conscious  of  an  honest  effort. 

The  systematic  work  of  general  literature  which  I  announced  in  the  pre- 
hee  to  the  first  volume  as  an  appendix  to  this  work,  will  certainly  appear; 
but  independently  of  this  dictionary,  and  in  a  different  form.  The  sug. 
gestions  that  have  been  given  to  me,  and  the  wishes  of  several  intelligent 
literary  friends,  have  determined  me  to  publish  this  new  work  inde- 
pendently, and  in  such  a  manner  as  will  permit  any  part  to  be  pro- 
cured by  those  who  may  be  interested  only  in  individual  departments. 
The  work  is  intended  at  the  same  time  to  contain  the  practical  exhibit 
tion  of  my  ideas  as  to  the  arrangement  of  a  library,  in  order  that  it 
may  at  the  same  time  serve  as  the  basis  of  a  catalogue  raisonnS  in 
smaller  libraries.  Together  with  this  will  appear  my  manual  of  biblio- 
graphy^ which  originated  during  my  labour  at  the  dictionary,  as  in 
the  composition  of  some  of  the  articles  I  noted  separately  such  re- 
marks and  observations  as  presented  themselves,  and  employed  myself 
in  my  spare  hours  to  bring  them  into  a  systematic  form.  By  this  means 
so  much  at  least  was  gained,  that  the  book  would  rest  on  ccmipletely 
new  and  certain  investigations. 

And  thus  I  hope,  if  my  strength  holds  out,  for  some  time  at  least 
to  cooperate  again  with  those  who  have  hitherto  taken  part  in  my  biblio- 
graphical labours.  May  they  continue  their  participation,  and  the  work 
itself  not  be  without  an  influence  in  awakening  and  extending  a  deeper 
and  better  grounded  study  of  bibliography  in  Germany,  to  effect  which  I 
have  honestly  exerted  every  effort.

This  book,  on  account  of  the  text  placed 
dose  beside  the  figures,  comes  next  after 
playing-cards,  and  is  therefore  probably  the 
oldest  xylographic  production ;  it  contains 
representations  from  the  history  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testament  (on  each  leaf,  a  half- 
length  figures  above,  in  the  middle  3  histo- 
rical representations,  and  a  half-length  fi- 
gures again  below)  with  a  short  explana- 
tion. There  are  40  leaves  printed  only  on 
one  side,  so  that  two  printed  sides  are  always 
over  against  one  another,  and  then  two 
blank  pages  follow,  which  in  some  co- 
pies are  pasted  together  (in  this  manner 
91  leaves.)  Each  leaf  is  marked  with  a 
letter  of  the  alphabet  in  the  middle  between 
the  two  half-length  figures  at  the  top  of  the 
page :  viz.  leaf  i  wi£  a  large  A,  leaf  3-20 
with  b^v  and  leaf  ai-^o  again  with  a-v. 
The  latter  alphabet  is  distinguished  by 
having  each  letter  placed  between  two 
dots.

In  Dresden  there  are 
only  the  first  2 1  leaves  of  this  edition.) 

IV.)  This  has  no  text  at  all,  and  conse- 
quently is  probably  the  oldest  edition. 
(Vienna,  but  the  first  leaf  is  wanting.) 

V.  Is  the  latest  edition,  enlaiged  and 
containing  50  leaves,  which  are  marked 
with  A-Z  and  o-jr  and  4  other  marks  be- 
sides.

A  fine  and  complete  copy  of  one  of  these 
editions  was  purchased  by  the  duke  of  De- 
vonshire at  Edwards's  sale  for  210I.

This  collection  consists  of  plates  which 
were  prepared  at  the  command  of  Louis 
XIV,  and  at  first  published  separately  in 
different  sizes,  with  printed  explanations. 
The  earlier  copies  are  less  complete,  and  in 
1727  the  idea  seems  first  to  have  occurred 
of  uniting  them  into  one  entire  work.  Ck)n. 
sequently  all  the  plates  were  struck  off  on 
large  paper  (grand  aigle),  the  explanations 
printed  on  small  paper  were  suppressed, 
and  a  catalogue  printed  instead,  which  in- 
dicates  the  plates  of  each  volume.  This 
catalogue  was  printed  afresh  in  1743,  in 
small  fol.  with  some  alterations.  There  is 
also,  under  the  title  Estampes  du  cabinet 
du  roi  en  21  voO,,  a  catalogue  of  23  leaves 
printed  in  the  same  size  as  the  plates. 

The  copies  of  this  collection  are  therefore 
of  a  double  sort.  The  earlier,  less  complete, 
and  printed  in  different  sizes,  have  the  pre- 
ference, in  that  they  contain  the  first  im- 
pressions, and  are  consequently  usually 
preferred  to  the  later,  in  which  the  altera- 
tions were  introduced.  Tluit  would  be  a 
ver}'  valuable  copy,  in  which  to  the  vo- 
hmies  of  the  ist  edition  were  added  the 
additional  plates  of  the  snd.  The  follow, 
ing  statement  will  serve  to  distinguish  the 
different  editions. 

The  first  edition.

This  volume,  one  of  die  most  costly  of  the 
collection,  first  appeared  in  1677,  ^^^  ^^'' 
tains  only  22  plates,  with  their  explanar 
tions,  by  Fdlibien:  in  1679  it  was  en- 
larged  with  2  plates,  and  differently  ar- 
ranged ;  and  stUl  later  it  was  extended  to 
38  plates.  So  much  most  of  the  copies 
contain.

In 
this  volimie  the  following  2  plates  are  par- 
ticularly prized :  1.

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bert  are  very  costly  and  scarce  (one  such 
copy  of  thb  single  plate  was  bought  in  1803 
ibr  350  fr.) :  the  impressions  also  avec  let 
mrmes  are  tolerably  sought  after :  but  those 
in  which  the  armorial  bearings  are  effaced, 
are  not  prized ;  yet  impressions  of  this  last 
sort  are  generally  found  in  the  copies  of  the 
Cabinet  du  roi.  2.  Jhus  Christ  a  table  a 
Emmaus,  engraved  by  Ant.  Masson  (com- 
monly called  Nappe  de  Masson)^  is  very 
fine,  and  old  impressions  are  greatly  sought 
after  (as  much  as  300  fr.).

The  copperplate  engraver  Ooyton,  who 
made  the  first  impressions  of  these  leaves, 
has  engraved  his  name  inverted,  and  added 
dots,  the  number  of  which  are  said  to  sig- 
nify so  many  hundred  impressions.  This 
however  is  certain,  that  the  first  impres- 
sions of  all  have  not  these  marks,  although 
this  name  and  these  dots  nevertheless  point 
oat  an  old  impression,  since  they  are  ez- 
tingnished  in  the  new  impressions.

These  28  folios  are  all  that  has  appeared 
of  Coronelli*s  great  encyclopedia  (oonsalt 
KeytMier^s  Travels,  I.  1 136.)  on  which  he 
spent  his  whole  life  and  the  greatest  part 
of  the  revenues  of  his  monastery.

They  are  furnished  with  a 
Latin  paraphrase,  short  explanations  of 
things,  and  over-wrought  indices  (in  which 
however  words  only,  and  not  phrases,  are 
regarded):  they  answer  certainly  the  wants 
of  those  admirers  of  the  andents  who  are 
not  merely  verbal  philologists,  but  they  are 
nevertheless  often  too  shaBow.  In  the  more 
free  parts  the  offensive  passages  are  omit- 
ted, and  placed  together  at  the  end. 

Many  of  these  editions  have  been  re- 
printed in  England  in  8"*.  since  the  end  of 
the  17th  century.  Valpy  in  London  has 
since  1818  undertaken  anew  corrected  im- 
pression of  the  entire  collection,  enlarged 
with  the  apparatus  of  the  editions  cum  not.

M^'olf 's  text  forms  the  groundwork,  in 
which  Taylor  has  corrected  little.

It  will  not  be  uninteresting  to  find 
here  authentic  intelligenoe  respecting  s 
work,  which,  notwithstanding  the  confined 
circuit  of  the  German  language,  and  its 
being  edited  in  a  country  separated  in  so 
many  respects  in  manners  and  opinion, 
has  nevertheless  spread  to  an  extent 
thioagfaout  the  whole  of  Europe,  and  even 
beyond  it,  which  even  that  great  encydo- 
pedia,  composed  in  the  universal  bwguage 
of  the  fashionable  world,  and  written  in 
one  of  the  Capitals  that  sways  the  opinions 
of  Europe^  cannot  boast. 

The  first  idea  of  the  work  originated 
with  Dr.  Loebel :  it  was  completed  under 
the  inspection  of  F.  Am.  Brockhaus,  wlio 
also  began  the  2nd  edition.  From  the  2nd 
^ol.  of  this  edition  he  associated  in  1812 
Dr.  L.  Hain  with  himself,  and  both  have 
carried  it  on  together  since  that  time. 

The  first  edition  appeared,  1796,  (new 
title,  1809)  in  6  vols.,  and  2  supplemental 
vols,  of  1809-11.  The  2nd  edition  com- 
menced in  181 2,  and  was  advanced  as  lar 
as  the  5th  voL  (during  which  time  the 
first  2  vols,  had  already  been  struck  off 
again  vnih  alterations),  when  the  first  4 
vols,  were  obliged  to  be  reprinted.  These 
were  considerably  altered,  and  received 
the  title  of  the  3d  edition.  After  the 
completion  of  the  first  7  vols,  these  ap- 
peared with  the  title  of  the  4th  edition. 
The  8-ioth  vols.  foUowed  in  the  2nd  edi- 
tion, but  some  of  the  copies,  for  the  sake  of 
uniformity,  received  the  title  of  the  2d,  3d, 
or  4th  edition,  as  it  is  stated  in  the  pre&ce. 
The  5th  edition  is  entirdy  recast  in  the 
whole  10  vols.,  a  statement,  which  taken  in 
its  strict  sense,  only  relates  to  the  first  vols. 
But  these  first  vols.,  when  all  the  reprinu 
are  reckoned,  have  been  printed  probably 
eight  times  since  1812  (the  istand  2d  vols. 
indeed  ten  times). 

What  the  4th  edition  has  over  and  above 
the  earlier  editions,  has  appeared  in  a  8u|>- 
plemental  voL  to  these  editions.  The  ad- 
ditions and  corrections  of  the  5th  appeared 
also  by  themselves,  for  the  possessors  of  the 
first  4  editions,  in  2  supplemental  vols., 
each  in  2  divisions.  Of  the  ist  edition 
al)out  2000  copies  were  printed.  Of  the 
2d,  3d,  and  4th  edition,  the  number  di 
copies  on  printing  paper  and  writing  paper 
amounted  to  about  25,000  copies.  Of  the 
5th  edition  (which  was  reprinted  even 
without  considerable  alterations)  more  than 
14,000  copies  were  struck  off  up  to  March 
1820.     Of  the  different  original  editions 
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there  have  ooiueqiiently  been  more  than 
40,000  copies  printed. 

Of  the  4th  edition  100  copies  were 
printed  in  large  8".  on  rather  bad  vellnm 
paper.  There  are  5  different  impressions 
of  the  5th  edition,  which  the  reverse  of  the 
title-page  specifies.  On  superfine  English 
paper  (at  45  d.)  there  are  only  12  copies. 
Of  the  present  new  reprint  of  the  5th  edi- 
tion  25  copies  only  were  printed  on  very 
good  vellum  paper.  The  copies  in  4^  were 
struck  off  only  for  the  conductors  of  the 
work,  but  have  not  come  into  the  market. 

An  abridged  Danish  translation  appeared, 
Kopenh.  1816  etc.  8^  6  vols,  hereof  have 
appeared,  each  in  3  parts,  the  last  of  which 
is  dated  1818,  and  goes  as  far  as  to  the  he- 
ginning  of  L.  A  Dutch  translation  was 
announced  by  Thieme  at  Zutphen ;  also  a 
Swedish,  the  ist  vol.  of  which  was  to  have 
appeared  in  June,  1820.  French  and 
English  editions  are  being  prepared  in 
Paris  and  London. 

A  coUection  of  portraits  of  celebrated 
persons,  which  appeared  among  the  publi- 
cations of  the  brothers  Schumann  at  Zwic- 
kau, they  have  announced  as  a  supple- 
mental vol.  of  plates  to  the  conversational 
lexicon.  The  editor  of  this  last  work  how. 
ever  has  expressed  his  surprise  at  such  a 
proceeding. 

A  reprint  of  the  ist  edition  appeared  at 
Vienna  (by  Schriimbl)  in  parts,  in  which 
however  many  articles  from  another  work 
were  printed.  Maddott  at  Stuttgard  has 
entirely  reprinted  the  3rd  edition.  He  has 
also  moreover  prepared  an  abridged  re- 
print of  the  5th  edition  in  7  vols,  notwith- 
standing the  Privilegium  of  the  king  of 
WUrtembei^. 

The  Literar,  WochenbkUt  will,  more- 
over, according  to  the  announcement,  from 
the  6th  vol.,  form  a  sucessive  continuation 
of  the  Conversational  lexicon.

Probably  the  first  edition  of  that  splendid 
monument  of  powerful  German  wit,  and 
a  valuable  (although  partial)  collection  of 
papers  for  the  internal  history  of  that  pe- 
riod.

But  above  all,  the  editor 
ought  to  be  unprepossessed,  free  from  un- 
meaning panegyric  of  the  literary  and 
religious  reformers  of  that  period,  and 
just  towards  their  opponents,  who  were  in 
part  very  honourable  and  fair,  often  even 
more  judicious,  more  cautious,  and  better 
acquainted  with  the  worid  and  mankind ;
